The case of the two children who 


were evidenlty foully murdered in 
Kentucky, a few miles back of South 
Portsmouth, as briefly mentioned in 
the Times yesterday, has attracted 
much attention. 


The matter has been inquired into 


by 'Squire ;Brown, ;a justice of the 
peace, and a coroner's jury of six peo- 
ple. They have returned a verdict 
that the children were those of 
Rachel Glenn, an unmarried woman,

Sarah Glenn, step-mother of Rachel 
Glenn, arc the responsible, parties 
The crime is alleged to have takuii 
place some time in June of the pres- 
ent year. 


Warrants for the arrest of 
the 


guilty parties were sworn out and 
placed in the hands of Constable W. 
H. Baker and a deputy sheriff of 
Greenup county. 


The officers left last night for 


Wingo Creek, six miles south of South 
Portsmouth, where the Glenn's have 
been 
living. 
The 
officers were 


chagrinned when they arrived at the 
place to find that they were too late. 


The rinding of the bones had been 


talked of iu tiie neighborhood and of 
course came to the ears of the Glenn 
family. 
They became alarmed and a 


short timeago quietly packed up their 
belongings. One night they all left 
the county and have not been seen 
since. The officers learned that they 
went back into the mountains. They 
told one family that they were going 
to Tennessee. 


The officers are completely at sea. 


They will follow the trail of 
the 


fugitives, however, and hope to land 
them. 


Another strong clue leads some of 


the officers to believe that the Glenn's 
are either in hiding in this city* or 
close by. Marshal Schmitt is working 
on this clue and may land the guiltv 
women.

Washington, Dec. 29.—The island of 


Guam will pronably be different- from 
the other colonial possessions or de- 
pendencies of the United States hi hav-1 
ing a naval instead of military gover- ] 
nor. The reason, and the sole reason, | 
for the selection and acquirement ol 
the island was to obtain a conveniently 
located naval station for our warships, 
and 
that being the case, the na-vy 


should have exclusive control.

command will be of importance, for 
the island has a population of more 
than 8,000 
people, and so far from 


these being barbarians, about 1,400 of 
them are of European extraction.

•tat!;" A colored man does not marlr 
.any particular nationality; 
Afco- 


Americaa may just as 
well desig- 


nate any one of a score or more of 
•races. 


When the Negro organizes to secure 


•office on the ground that he is a 
iNegro, he is^ building upon a basis 
fundamentally wrong. No man is en- 
titled to public place because he is of 
a particular color or nationality. The 
Irishman, the German, the Negro is 
not entitled to office because he is an 
Irishman, a German or a Negro, but 
because he is an American citi'/.ea, 
capable n£ efficiently discharging 
the 


duties of the place. 


Another thing. 
Tbe emancipation 


from physical slavery did not alone 
privilege the Negro to enjoy office. 
To njiiiliify himself for if., he must 
emancipate himself from 
political 


bondage. So long as the Negro con- 
tinues to hold and act as the chattel 
of the Repubilican party he can 
never attain that political recogni 
tlon that any other equal body o 
voters would be readily granted. 


He must go to work to make bin 


self a factor in the wealth and Intel 
ligence ofthe country. As Washington 
Booker, the wisest of his race, so we 
puts it:. "Nothing makes the Negr 
so respectable to ttie white man as 
the ownership of a two-story house." 
Let the Negro become a tax-payer, let. 
him become a factor in an honest, 
manly public opinion and he will, 
doubtless in time, find all avenues of 
preferment open to him.

American and Cuban flags, who de- 
clared that they had been insulted by 
Spanish marines.

Other 
shots followed. According to unofficial 
reports a Spanish soldier of the Cala- 
rava battalion was killed, a Spanish 
marine fatally wounded, and at least 
one other, if not several, hurt.

gua La Grande. He reports that there 
ia no starvation to speak of in those 
districts. Since his first visit a month" 
ago 10,000 persons have moved upon 
the farms, where they are supported 
by the rations supplied by the Ameri- 
cans, pending a crop. Mr. Gould found 
the local committees wise in the dis- 
tribution of rations. A supply will be 
sent to the province of Pinar del Rio. 


Two battalions of the First Texas 


and the Second Louisiana volunteer 
regiments, which arrived here on the 
United States transport Mobile from 
Savannah, marched through a portion 
of the prado to Camp Quemados. The 
mascot cats of the Texans were borne 
in front of the column. The sight of 
United States troops has now become 
so familiar that there was no special 
demonstration 011 the part of the pop- 
ulace. The United States troops have 
occupied Castle La Punta. 


Not AH Tlmt Wna Hoped For. 


Washington, Dec. 29.—It is said In 


official circles that indications point to 
the conclusion of an agreement be- 
tween the joint high Canadian com- 
missioners that, while satisfactory to 
both the United States and to Canada 
will not include all that either side 
hoped to obtain at the beginning. The 
arrangement is expected to be ratified 
within a week after the assembling of 
the joint commission, which will be on 
Jan. 5.
